Hahn Seeks 
Extra Session 
Of Legislators

Governor Brown should 
call a special session of the 
legislature to convene Mon¬ 
day, November 15, and last 
through December 15 in or¬ 
der to overhaul t.he property 
tax structure in California, 
Supervisor. Kenneth Hahn 
urged recently. 

“Immediate steps need to 
be taken by the legislature 
in order to implement tax 
reform for this year,” Hann 
said. 

The first step which must 
be taken is to increase the 
homeowners property tax 
exemption to include the 
first $25,000 of mar k e t 
value, Hahn believes. 

A second step is to remove 
welfare from the property 
tax — an action which 
would save more than $290 
million per year. 

Hahn also believes new 
ways of financing education 
must be found other than 
property taxes. A major 
court decision on ,how 
schools can be financed with 
the property tax is due this 
month. ' 

“Removing the cost of 
welfare and of sc h o o 1 s 
would cut property tax bills 
in half,” Hahn said. 

T.he $290 million annual 
welfare bill for property 
taxpayers is to cover the cost 
of administering the giant 
system. 

“Local government has no 
say on how the system is ad¬ 
ministered or what benefits 
are granted,’’ Hahn said, 
“because welfare is fully 
regulated by the federal

A New Law 

All Fictitious Business Name Statements filed or refiled during the year 1971 will expire 
on December 31, 1976. If you filed your statement during 1971, California law requires you to 
prepare a new statement and file it with the County Clerk before December 31, 1976. If fhe 
information in your new statement is different from the information which was in your 1971 
statement, the law also requires that the new statement be published in a legally qualified 
newspaper. The law provides that "the newspaper selectd for the publication of the state¬ 
ment should be one that circulates in the area where the business is to be conducted." (Sec. 
17917 — Business and Professions Code) 


Free Help From Your Newspaper 

As a service to local businesses, this newspaper will make avaiable at no charge all 
necessary forms for refiling and we will refile your 1976 statement with the County Clerk, also 
at no charge. Bring a copy of your 1971 Fictitious Business Name Statement to our office. Our 
public notice departrrlent will assist you in completing the new form and will forward it to the 
County Clerk via our representative in the Los Angeles Civic Center. If you have misplaced 
your 1971 statement, we will arrange for a search of the County Clerk's file to extract infor¬ 
mation which must be transferred to the *1976 form and to determine whether republication 
will be necessary. 


The Cost 

The County Clerk's statutory refiling fee is $10.00. If publication is necessary, our ad¬ 
vertising charge is $25.00. If there is no publication, your cost is only $10.00. If you want 
us to handle filing for you, please bring us your $10.00 check made payable to "Los Angeles 
County Clerk." Our forms and filing services are free, as explained above.

INVESTMENTS

Q. — I’m always attracted 
to a company that splits its 
stocks. Recently, though I 
read an article by a college 
economist who said that 
stock splits are wrong and 
a disservice to the company 
and to the stockholders in 
particular. 

A. — I didn’t see the 
article you mention. My own 
observations of stock splits 
are that they are more like¬ 
ly to help than to hurt the 
corporation and the share 
owners. I receive a number 
of requests for names of 
companies that are about to 
split their stock —apparent¬ 
ly on the theory that a split 
presages an increase in the 
stock’s price. Prospective in 
vestors should .understand 
that the mere act of split¬ 
ting he shares does not have 
effect on the basic value of 
the stock itself. 

On the other hand, it 
should be pointed out that 
the splitting of a stock docs 
attract investor attenti o n 
and probably puts it into 
the price range of more 
people. I can see nothing 
wrong with such a move 
which might broaden the

If IPM I 
had never had stock splits, 
a share bought in 1946 r 
would now be priced at t 
more than $3,000. The result c 
of this would be that there 
would not be nearly as ] 
many people who could af- s 
ford to own IBM shares. l 
“Nothing wro n g with i 
that,” you might say, and — ] 

to a point — you would be i 
right. However, it would i 
seriously affect the market- < 
ability of the stock. Sup- , 
pose someone who bought , 
100 shares of IBM in 1940 
now wanted to sell them: ] 
he might have to look long ( 
and hard for a customer 
who could pay his price. The 
result would be harmful for 
the owner — and I’m sure 
that corporati o n s do n’t 
want to work that kind of 
a hardship on their stock¬ 
holders. 

Stock splits also serve 
another purpose: they alert 
the public to the fact that 
the company in question has 
improved earnings to the 
extent of causing the stock 
price to rise. Few companies, 
if any, split their stock 
when they expect earnings 
to go down. 

Q. — I own a Toledo, 
Cincinnati and St. Louis gold 
bond. Does It have any 
value? 

A. — When you have a 
security of a company ap¬ 
parently no longer in ex¬ 
istence, I suggest that you 
write to the bank listed on 
ho certificate as registrar or

Q. — Would you recom¬ 
mend buying and selling op¬ 
tions? My broker says this 
can be very profitable. 

A. — From the reports I 
have seen, selling options on 
stock you own has been pro¬ 
fitable for a good number of 
individuals. The only com¬ 
plaints I have heard have 
been from individuals where 
the options they sold were 
exercised this past year 
when the market moved up 
sharply. 

For the individuals who 
buy options, most of the in¬ 
dividuals I’ve heard from 
have had losses. For those 
who actively trade options, 
the range of reports has 
been from quite good earn¬ 
ings to moderate losses. 

It would seem like you 
should enter this field slow¬ 
ly and with a moderate 
amount of your own funds 
until you’ve thoroughly test¬ 
ed your own skill and that 
of your advisor if you have 
one. Dealing in options is 
more of a speculative pro¬ 
cedure than an investment 
process.

Death is a word people 
shy away from, yet in the 
opinion of Doctor Elizabeth 
Kubler-Ross, a Chicago Psy¬ 
chiatrist, and authority in 
dying, “. . . . it is beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that 
there is a life after death.” 
Her opinion on this subject 
has been affirmed by other 
noted Thanatologists. A c - 
cording to Dr. Ross some cf 
those brought back to life 
report that they have ex- 
periencer a feeling of light¬ 
nesses and calm as they left 
the body, a lifting away cf 
pain, suffering in all forms. 
And these persons had been 
declared clinically dead. 

This subject is distinctly 
different from euthanasia or 
suicide. 

A book by Milton Hei¬ 
fetz, M.D., also gives much 
information on the subject, 
“The Right to Die” (pub¬ 
lished by Medallion Books, 
$1.95).
